A pontoon bridge was in position at VT 454. 730, where the LEISSNITZ SEE 
and the GL0V;ER SEE join. The bridge was made up of eight pontoons, 
equidistant from each other upon v/hich was laid the road surface. Each 
pontoon was made of tv/o sections fixed together, both sections having 
one boW' shaped end and one straight end, to which the other section was 
attached.

On the eastern bank 2 x 5-axled crane trucks v;ere parked. At I6OO hours 
4 X jeeps and several ZIS-I5I and I50 crossed the bridge from east to 
west. The bridge was dismantled between 15 and I6 August.

On the river SPREE between GLOWE and BEESKOV/ the following observations 
were made: 


(a) On either bank of the SPREE at intervals of approximately 
500 - 600 metres, a small calibre gun v/as in position, well 
camouflaged. The barrels were pointing towards the water. 
The guns are described as follows: 

(±) Calibre approximately 50 mm. 

(ii) Length of barrel approximately 60 cms. 

(iii) One-axled ceirriage, solid tyre disc wheels, 
approximately 5C cms. in diameter. 

(b) Between gun positions, there were one nan M,G. posts 
every 200 metres. 

(c) Two W/t stations were positioned at MR.46O.784 arid 469.785. 
They were in the woods, about 20 metros from the river bank, 
and are described as follows:

(i) Each station was made up of 8-10 cases, placed in a 

circle. The cases were approximately 1.5 metres high, 

1 metre wide and 1 metre long. 

Wire loads led to the cases. 

In the circle of cases officers stood v/ith earphones 
and microphones. 

Lines led to trees from the stations running in a 
southerly direction. 

2 X T34/a5 were seen near the stations, but no other 
vehicles. 


(d) Troops with telephone cable rolls wore seen on the 
bank between KUMMEROW and LEISSNITZ.
